held they could achieve more effectually mounted, 
horses and mules have been furnished them regard- 
less of cosi. and so all other supplies that they 
could susifcc^t. Of course with all of these equip- 
ments thev have made some headway for the gen- 
eral in command has steadily reported some loss on 
his side followed by a victory of similar extent on 
his part. 
But the Boers have no source of of re-in- 


forcemsnts; so that as several times a month the re- 
port comes of say, 2 killed and 20 wounded and 150 
taken prisoners of the Boers it means a net loss to 
Cy.

It doesn't take long even at that rate to 


whittle up i.ooo men. 
And so in same keeping 


with these reports the statement is actually made 
that the 10,000 Boers of the former date have been 
reduced to 7,000 in the iuterum. This would seem 
to be reporting progress.

ain is maintaining an army of 237,000 men, more 
than half of whom are regulars, it figures out that 
this is 34 British soldiers to everv hostile Boer. Nor 
is the latter force all scattered, if the British reports 
are reliable.

THE IRRIGATION 


BILL. 


Something About Meas- 


ure that Means Much 
for Nevada. 


(From the Examiner.) 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt has sent for Represen- 
tative Newlands of Nevada to get from 
him the exact situation in the House 
on the irrigation bill which has passed 
the Senat. 
The President favors the 


measure, but he is aware that such 
stalwarts as Grosvenor, Dalzell, Can- 
non and Payne are opposed to it. The 
Republican leaders were opposed 
to 


reciprocity with Cuba, but they have 
been brought around by the President. 
The President took especial interest in 
the reciprocity matter, as he practical- 
ly made it a party policy in his mes- 
sage. He will undoubtedly fight hard 
against any action by the House lead- 
ers which would be a repudiation of 
any of his recommendations, including 
that on irrigation. 


Yesterday the Newlands 
irrigation 


bill was passed by the Senate with 
only one dissenting vote. Representa- 
tive Newlands and Senator Hans- 
brough are receiving 
congratulations 


on Us passage. 
Hansbrough handled 


the fight In the upper house, but New- 
lands planned the campaign in general, 
and as the frarner of the bill and the 
original Congressional 
enthusiast on 


the irrigation question, is coming In for 
the large end of the honors. 


WOULD USE WASTE LANDS. 
The bill provides for conservation of 


waters now going to waste, and in 
some cases causing immense annual 
damage, and provides also for mak- 
ing them available for irrigating arid 
and semi-arid lands in States west 
of the Mississippi. 
The proposal is 


for the gradual reclamation of vast 
areas of now worthless districts, with- 
out making1 the reclamation a tax on 
legions not direct beneficiaries of the 
improvement. It has the approval of 
the Interion Department and of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and the Ge- 
odetic Survey has already conducted 
researches sufficiently extensive to en- 
able it to give assurance of the prac- 
ticability of the system for which the 
bill provides. 


GOT CONCERTED ACTION. 


Mr. Newlands, whose home State, 


Nevada, is one of the States standing 
urgently in need of irrigation on a large 
and scientific scale as a condition pre- 
cedent to great progress, has been at 
work on this subject for a long time, 
and has been assiduously educating 
Senators-and Representatives to an ac- 
ceptance of his bill. Early in the pres- 
ent session he succeeded in bringing 
about concerted action of the members 
of Congress from the States and Ter- 
ritories most interested in the matter 
The outcome of this concerted action 
is the vote yesterday in the Senate.
